Regulations 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  2338,  approved  the  18th  day  of  October, 
1954,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Con¬ 
tagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,”  being  chapter  67 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948  — 

1.  In  these  regulations:— 

(a)  The  word  “Act”  shall  mean  the  “Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act”: 

( b )  The  words  “animal,”  “Court  of  summary 
jurisdiction,”  “  contagious,”  “  diseased,”  “  in¬ 
fectious,”  “infectious  or  contagious  disease,” 
“  Inspector,”  “  Minister  ”  shall  have  the 
meaning  assigned  to  them  under  the  Act: 

(c)  “  Disease-free  area  ”  shall  mean  any  de¬ 
clared  area  where  any  disease  or  diseases  of 
any  species  of  animal  is  being  controlled  or 
eradicated  in  accordance  with  this  Act: 

(d)  “  Prescribed  area  ”  shall  mean  all  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Province  east  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains: 

(e)  “Species  of  animal”  shall  mean  the  par¬ 
ticular  species  of  animal  referred  to  on  a 
petition  and  so  dealt  with  in  a  disease-free 
area  or  as  referred  to  by  any  owner  making 
application  for  such  service  as  may  be  pro¬ 
vided: 

(/)  “  B.C.  Approved  ”  shall  mean  freedom  from 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  under  con¬ 
trol. 

Disease-free  Areas,  Farms  and  Premises 

2.  Upon  receiving  a  petition  signed  by  seventy- 
five  per  centum  (75%)  of  the  live-stock  owners  of 
any  described  area  or  district,  who  collectively  own 
fifty  per  centum  (50%)  of  any  particular  species 
of  animal  in  the  said  area  or  district,  the  Minister 
may  request  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
to  declare  such  area  to  be  a  disease-free  area,  and 
all  regulations  governing  such  area  shall  apply  to 
all  animals  of  that  species  kept  within  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  such  area. 

3.  The  boundaries  of  a  disease-free  area  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time  as  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  sees  fit. 

4.  Any  owner  or  his  representative  whose  land 
and  (or)  premises  is  outside  the  prescribed  bound¬ 
aries  and  adjacent  to  a  disease-free  area  may  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  Minister,  stating  that 
he  is  the  owner  of  such  species  of  animal  in  his 
application  and  requesting  disease-control  services 
similar  to  those  given  in  a  disease-free  area. 

5.  No  person  shall  move  or  cause  to  be  moved 
into  a  disease-free  area  any  animal  of  the  species 
being  dealt  with,  or  any  animal  capable  of  carrying 
any  of  the  diseases  being  controlled,  until  such 
animal  has  been  shown  to  be  free  from  the  disease 
or  diseases  being  controlled,  by  test  or  otherwise, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector  and  a  permit 
has-  been  obtained  from  the  Chief  Veterinary  In¬ 
spector,  said  permit  to  accompany  the  animal  in 
transit. 

6.  No  person  shall  move  or  cause  to  be  moved 
from  a  disease-free  area  any  animal  of  the  species 
being  dealt  with  until  in  possession  of  a  permit 
obtained  from  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector,  said 
permit  to  accompany  the  animal  in  transit. 
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7.  An  Inspector  may  at  any  time  require  that 
any  vehicle,  crate,  or  other  conveyance  used  for 
the  transportation  of  animals  be  cleansed  and  dis¬ 
infected  to  his  satisfaction,  and  no  person  shall 
use  such  vehicle,  crate,  or  conveyance  until  the  re¬ 
quired  cleansing  and  disinfecting  has  been  carried 
out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

8.  An  Inspector  may  require  that  any  animal 
or  group  of  animals  be  withheld  from  a  specific 
area  within  the  disease-free  area. 

9.  An  Inspector  may  require  an  owner  or  his 
representative  to  assemble  or  restrain  his  animals 
in  a  convenient  place  for  the  purpose  of  examina¬ 
tion,  or  for  taking  samples  or  making  tests  or 
vaccinations  or  treatment,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
and  in  the  event  of  refusal  by  the  owner  or  his 
representative  may  cause  the  same  to  be  assembled 
for  such  purpose,  and  any  costs  resulting  therefrom 
shall  be  paid  by  the  owner. 

10.  An  Inspector  may  require  an  owner  or  his 
representative  to  assemble  or  construct  adequate 
facilities  for  the  holding  and  restraining  for  exami¬ 
nation  or  testing  of  the  species  of  animal  being 
dealt  with. 

11.  Tests,  treatments,  vaccinations,  and  inspec¬ 
tions  of  animals  shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
the  Minister. 

12.  All  animals  being  vaccinated  shall  be  suit¬ 
ably  branded,  tagged,  or  otherwise  marked  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

13.  All  reactors  to  the  agglutination  blood  test 
for  brucellosis  or  to  any  prescribed  test  shall  be 
suitably  marked  or  branded  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

14.  Any  animal  reacting  to  the  agglutination 
blood  test  for  brucellosis  or  any  of  the  prescribed 
tests  shall  not  be  removed  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
without  the  consent  of,  and  only  as  directed  by, 
the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

15.  Reactors  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for 
brucellosis  or  to  any  of  the  prescribed  tests  may  be 
required  to  be  immediately  removed  from  the  herd 
or  from  the  disease-free  area  and  disposed  of  in  the 
manner  directed  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

16.  An  Inspector  may  at  any  time  require  that 
any  animal  be  held  in  such  a  manner  as  he  may  see 
fit  to  direct  and  for  such  a  time  as  he  may  require 
for  further  examination,  testing,  or  vaccination, 
and  in  the  event  of  refusal  by  the  owner  or  his 
representative  may  cause  the  same  to  be  held,  and 
any  costs  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the 
owner. 

17.  The  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  may  require 
that  all  animals  being  added  to  a  herd  or  brought 
on  to  a  farm  or  premises  in  a  disease-free  area  be 
first  tested,  treated,  or  vaccinated  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Inspector. 

18.  An  Inspector  may  require  that  all  buildings, 
corrals,  and  equipment  shall  be  cleansed  and  dis¬ 
infected  to  his  satisfaction. 

Control  of  Disease  of  Animals  on  a  Farm  or  Ranch 

19.  A  farmer  or  rancher  who  is  producing  cattle 
for  beef  purposes  may  apply  to  the  Chief  Veteri¬ 
nary  Inspector  to  have  his  herd  and  farm  or  ranch 
brought  under  control  for  the  eradication  of 
brucellosis,  and  upon  acceptance  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  the  applicant’s  herd  and  farm  or  ranch  shall  be 
subject  to  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c),  and  (d)  of  this 
regulation. 

(a)  The  farmer  or  rancher  shall  provide  for 
complete  calfhood  vaccination  against  bru¬ 
cellosis  in  accordance  with  the  regular 
Federal -Provincial  Calfhood  Vaccination 
Policy  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  until  it  is  shown  by 
suitable  tests  that  the  disease  has  been 
eradicated,  when  vaccination  may  be  dis¬ 
continued. 

( b )  No  animal  shall  be  brought  into  the  herd 
being  controlled  except  upon  permit  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Veterinary 
Inspector. 

(c)  Animals  shall  be  required  to  be  suitably 
blood-tested  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  before  permit  is  issued 
for  the  purpose  of  being  brought  into  the 
herd  being  controlled  or  on  to  the  farm  or 
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ranch  or  any  of  its  pastures  or  ranges,  ex¬ 
cept  where  such  test  is  deemed  unnecessary 
by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

( d )  Animals  or  groups  of  animals  within  the 
herd  being  controlled  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  may  be 
diseased  or  possible  active  spreaders  of 
brucellosis  may  be  required  to  be  blood- 
tested  and  either  suitably  isolated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor  or  removed  for  slaughter.  All  reactors, 
when  disposed  of,  must  be  sent  to  a  packing¬ 
house  for  slaughter  on  permit  from  a 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

20.  A  farmer  who  is  the  owner  of  a  dairy  herd 
and  is  an  active  member  of  a  B.C.  Dairy  Herd  Im¬ 
provement  Association  may  apply  to  have  his  herd 
and  farm  brought  under  control  for  the  eradication 
of  brucellosis,  sterility,  and  mastitis,  and  upon  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  application  the  applicant’s  herd  and 
farm  shall  be  subject  to  clauses  (a)  to  (m),  both 
inclusive,  of  this  regulation. 

(а)  All  cattle  in  the  herd  must  be  blood-tested 
for  brucellosis  as  required  by  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector.  Regular  blood  tests 
shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

(б)  Examination  of  all  milking  cattle  in  the 
herd  for  evidence  of  mastitis  must  be  made 
as  required  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor  and  in  keeping  with  the  requirements 
under  the  “  Milk  Act.” 

(c)  All  buildings,  yards,  and  equipment  must  be 
regularly  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

(d)  Where  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
is  found  in  the  herd  under  control  or  on  the 
premises,  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector 
may  arrange  a  conference  with  the  owner 
in  order  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

(e)  A  herd  being  controlled  may  be  placed 
under  quarantine  at  any  time  if  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 

(/)  Where  reactors  to  the  agglutination  blood 
test  for  brucellosis  are  found,  such  animals, 
when  removed,  must  be  sent  to  a  packing¬ 
house  for  slaughter  only. 

( g )  Where  mastitis  is  found  in  a  herd,  prompt 
treatment  must  be  applied  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  any 
incurable  cases  must  be  removed  and  sent 
for  slaughter  or  otherwise  isolated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 

(h)  Where  laboratory  services  are  deemed  neces¬ 
sary,  such  service  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

(/)  Where  brucellosis  has  been  found  in  a  herd 
being  controlled,  calfhood  vaccination  in 
accordance  with  the  regular  Federal-Pro¬ 
vincial  Calfhood  Vaccination  Policy  must 
be  undertaken.  Where  three  complete 
blood  tests  have  been  made  over  a  period  of 
one  year,  and  if  no  brucellosis  has  been 
found  in  a  herd  on  any  one  of  the  tests, 
calf  vaccination  shall  be  optional. 

(/')  A  complete  record  of  health  and  production 
must  be  kept  of  all  animals  in  the  herd 
being  controlled,  such  record  to  include  a 
full  case-history  of  any  irregularity  affecting 
any  animal  in  the  herd.  A  complete  breed¬ 
ing  record  including  heat  periods  must  be 
kept,  giving  dates  of  services  and  number  of 
services  for  each  conception.  A  copy  of 
the  pedigree  of  any  registered  pure-bred 
animal  in  the  herd  must  be  available. 

(k)  Where  required,  the  owner  shall  provide  the 
services  of  a  satisfactory  registered  veteri¬ 
nary  practitioner  to  carry  out  necessary 
treatments  on  animals,  or  to  assist  a  veteri¬ 
nary  Inspector  with  such  treatments. 

(/)  Where  a  herd  and  the  farm  under  control 
is  found  free  from  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  being  controlled,  the  Chief  Veteri¬ 
nary  Inspector  may  issue  to  the  owner  there¬ 
of  a  B.C.  Approved  Certificate  certifying 
(hat  the  herd  and  farm  of  such  owner  is 
free  from  the  contagious  or  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  being  controlled.  Every  herd  and 


farm  for  which  a  B.C.  Approved  Certificate 
has  been  issued  shall  be  regularly  inspected 
and  tested  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector,  and  if  found  diseased 
the  B.C.  Approved  Certificate  issued  in  re¬ 
spect  of  that  herd  shall  be  surrendered  by 
the  owner  to  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector 
for  cancellation. 

(m)  Cattle  may  not  be  removed  from  a  herd  or 
farm  under  control  without  a  permit  from 
the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector,  except  where 
the  herd  and  farm  are  qualified  as  B.C. 
Approved  and  in  possession  of  a  valid 
certificate.  No  live  stock  shall  be  brought 
on  to  the  farm  without  having  first  obtained 
a  permit  from  the  Chief  Veterinary  In¬ 
spector. 

21.  An  applicant  under  Regulation  19  or  Regula¬ 
tion  20  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  that  he  will  abide  by 
the  terms  thereof,  the  Act,  these  regulations,  and 
all  directions  made  pursuant  to  these  regulations. 
The  applicant  shall  also  agree  that  he  waives  all 
claims  for  damages  or  compensation  in  respect  of 
any  animal  removed  or  destroyed  pursuant  to  the 
Act  and  these  regulations. 

Control  of  Movement  of  Animals 

22.  No  person  shall  move  or  cause  to  be  moved 
into  the  prescribed  area  any  animal  of  the  bovine 
species  until  such  animal  has  been  shown  to  be 
free  from  brucellosis  by  test  or  otherwise,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Inspector,  and  a  permit  has  been 
obtained  from  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector,  said 
permit  to  accompany  the  animal  in  transit. 

23.  Every  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  on  summary  con¬ 
viction,  if  a  corporation,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
and,  if  an  individual,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprison¬ 
ment  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

24.  All  previous  regulations  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Act  ”  are  hereby  recinded,  and  these  regulations 
substituted  therefor.

“CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  2339,  approved  October  18th, 
1954,  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  in  exercise 
of  powers  conferred  by  section  54  of  the  “  Con¬ 
tagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,”  being  chapter  67 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  the  provisions  of  Regulation  2  of  the 
“Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act”  Regula¬ 
tions,  there  be  constituted  a  disease-free  area  for 
the  purpose  of  controlling  in  the  said  area  the 
following  infectious  or  contagious  disease  — 
namely,  brucellosis — in  animals  of  the  bovine 
species,  under  the  name  “  Vancouver  Island  Di¬ 
sease-free  Area,”  in  respect  to  the  lands  which 
may  be  more  particularly  described  as  follows, 
namely: — 

Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
southerly  boundary  of  the  Province  with  the  middle 
line  of  Strait  of  Georgia;  thence  westerly  in  a 
straight  line  to  the  easterly  extremity  of  the  middle 
line  of  Porlicr  Pass;  thence  in  a  general  southerly 
direction  along  the  middle  lines  of  Porlicr  Pass 
and  Trincomali  Channel  to  the  southerly  prolonga¬ 
tion  of  the  middle  line  of  Houston  Passage;  thence 
westerly  and  southerly  to  and  along  the  middle 
line  of  Houston  Passage,  Stuart  Channel.  Sansum 
Narrows,  and  Satellite  C  hanncl  produced  to  and 
along  the  middle  line  of  the  channel  between  Port¬ 
land  and  Saltspring  Island  produced  to  the  middle 
line  of  Swanson  (  hanncl;  thence  southerly  along 
•lie  middle  line  of  Swanson  Channel  produced  to 
the  angle  in  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  Province 
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east  of  Point  Fairfax,  Moresby  Island;  thence

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
